BERLIN, Sept. 24 — Another 
straw showing how the wind blows 
in the battle of Berlin is declared 
o be the humiliating backdown 
of the Supreme Tribunal of the 
Soviet Military Government in 
overriding sentences imposed by 
the military tribunal of the Soviet 
Berlin garrison on five alleged 
participants in the anti-Commu- 
nist riot of Sept. 9. 

Four were snatched at random 
from the crowd fleeing along the 
Soviet side of Potsdammerstrasse. 
These were youths residing in the 
American sector—Dieter Linke, 18 
years old; Klaus Schiller, 22; 
Horst Stern, 16, and Guenther 
Grams, 19. The fifth, a streetcar 
conductor named Reinhold Goep- 
ner, was Arested on the same 
night at his home in the Russian 
district. . 

All were sentenced by the lower 
court to 25 years at hard labor. It 
was announced — the judgment 
was final and without appeal. The 
brutal haste of the drumhead tri- 
bunal and its refusal to hear evi- 
dence were betrayed in the case 
of Horst Stern. If permitted to 


testify, he could have shown that 


his parents are members of the 
Communist - controlled Socialist 
Unity party (SED), and that he 
himself belongs to a Communist 
youth organization.

One shot in the back of his

Wang, a partner and manager 
of the Ling Wong Co., was arrest- 
ed three months ago. He was 
sentenced on Sept. 3 for black 
market buying and selling of 
United States and Hong Kong 
dollars and illegal transfer of 
funds abroad.

This measure, which would ap- 


ply particularly to land acquired 
in the slum clearance plan if the 


bond issue is approved, will be 


presented by the Negro objectors 
to the St. Louis Anti-Slum Com- 


mission. They said they would de- 
mand that Mayor A. P. Kaufmann 


agreed by next Wednesday to push 


it as an administration bill for 
immediate passage. 

Announcement of this plan was 
made after a two-hour closed 
meeting last night at the Pine 
Street T. M. C. A., in which Rich- 
mond C. Coburn, chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee for Slum 
Clearance and Housing, made a 
seemingly fruitless effort to over- 
come the objections of the Negro 
Citizens’ Committee to the bond 
plan. Spokesmen for the meeting 
were Robert E. Wilson and David 
M. Grant, Negro lawyers. 

The spokesmen said the pro- 
posed ordinance was being pre- 
pared by Wilson far the Real Es- 
tate Brokers’ Association, said to 
be composed largely of Negro real 
estate dealers. Wilson and his 
wife, Margaret Bush Wilson, Pro- 
gressive (Wallace) party nominee 
for Congress in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict, were authors of the rent 
control ordinance approved by the 
voters in the August primary. 

Wilson told a Post-Dispatch re- 


porter that the measure “looks for- 


ward to the period after the land 
is acquired” in the slum clearance 
pregram. The city intends to start 
this program in the No. 1 eyesore 
area (Fourteenth-Grand-Market- 
Olive-Lindell), which is inhabited 
almost entirely by Negroes.

Wilson and Grant: said the bill 
would provide that the city could 
not sell or lease any land acquired

The Negro Citizens’ Committee, 
which is sponsored by the local 
branch of the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People, is not interested in 
the resolution passed by the Board 
of Aldermen last Friday, said 
Grant and Wilson. That resolu- 
tion declared it to be the public 
policy of the city, binding on pres- 
ent and future administrations, 
that no slum dwellers should be 
displaced until adequate substitute 
housing became available for 
them. Instead, they said, “We 
want a legal commitment in the 
form of an ordinance in the Board 
of Aldermen. This commitment is 
required by next Wednesday at the 
latest.”

Illinois State Senator Says 
Farmers Are Disgusted, 
Many Would Leave 
Market. 


The adoption of the proposed 

market-wide ee system of dis- 
tributing milk in the St. Louis 
area would alienate dairy farmers 
and cause “great numbers of them 
to carry out their presently haif- 
formed notions to leave the St. 
Louis market,” State Senator Mil- 
ton M. Mueller of Highland, III. 
said today. 
Mueller, who operates a. dairy 
farm at Highland, spoke in behalf 
of the Square Deal Milk Produc- 
ers of Illinois, of which he is 
president, and in behalf of the 
Co-operative Milk Producers of 
Missouri, at the United States 
Department of Agriculture hearing 
on proposed changes in the fed- 
eral milk marketing order for this 
area. The hearings are being con- 
ducted at Hotel Chase by Hearing 
Examiner Will Rogers. 

Farmers are completely dis- 
gusted,” Sen&tor Mueller said. “We 
came down here to adjust an 
emergency situation and it ap- 
pears that all we are to get is a 
reduction in price. I think about 
half the smaller dairies in St. 
Louis are scared to death of the 
big fellows and the other half 
are hoodwinked by them.” 

Price-Fixing Case Cited. 

After stating that the market- 
wide pool system would drive 
dairy farmers from the St. Louis 
market, Senator Mueller called 
attention to the fact that the two 
larger dairies in St. Louis, Pevely 
and St. Louis dairy companies, had 
been prosecuted by the United 
States Government “for taking 
joint action concerning uniform 
prices to consumers.” The two 
dairies were convicted in United 
States District Court here of con- 
spiring to fix prices last May 28. 

“Yet the Government here is 
being urged to put into effect a 
market-wide. pool system for the 
express. purpose of forcing a fixed 
price to be paid to the farmers by 
the handlers,” he said. 

Judson P. Mason, milk market- 
ing director of the Illinois Agri- 
cultural Association, a dairy farm- 
ers’ co-operative, said the market- 
wide pool systein would cause 
confusion and result in lower milk 
production. Noy Longstreet, com- 
modity ‘ counselor, speaking for 
the dairies, said the anticipated 
drop in feed prices should result 
in a drop in the price of raw 
milk 


Edward Matzen, professor of 
agricultural economics at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, was the last 
witness yesterday. He said the 
advantages of the market-wide 
pool. system of milk distribution, 
as opposed to the present method 
of individual handler type of dis- 
tribution, have been greatly ex- 
aggerated at the hearings. 

Advantage of Individual Plan. 

The advantage of the individual 
handler system, he said, is that it 
permits the dairy farmer more 
freedom in choosing his market 
and, he indicated, it permits him 
to sell his milk to the highest 
bidder. He added that the price 
paid to dairy farmers is the most 
important factor in milk produc- 
tion.

“Their economic status is prima 
facie evidence that they have had 
the initiative, thrift and foresight 
tor look beyond the present into 
the future and to weigh govern- 
mental polieies accordingly.” 

Yet this group’s independent po- 
sition in the economy has been 
“seriously undermined” by infla- 
tion, coupled with high taxes and 
low return from rents and con- 
trolled interest rates, he said. 

“No young man starting from 
scratch today can hope to win a 
(financial) competency for his 
own old age and that of his de- 
pendents,” Prentis declared.

We hoped that in this way the 
world could turn its efforts from 
the planning of new instruments 
of destruction and to begin to 
harness this vast force for peace. 


But our best efforts were blocked 
at every turn by opposition: and 
repeated vetoes of the Soviet 
Union. 

“Until other nations are pre- 
pared to act in like good faith 
we will safeguard this decisive 
secret., Until the threat of ag- 
gression and war is removed from 
the world we will back the kind 
of research that is now going on 
here in the southwest and in 
other parts of our country. We 
will back it to the hilt. We will 
do that not as an act' of ill-will 
against any nation or any people. 
We will do it for the protection 
and the safety of our own free- 
doms. We will do it so that peace 
and freedom for people every- 
where can continue to have this 
powerful support from an Amer- 
ica which desires these things 
above all others.” 

This passage was notice to the 
Soviet delegation in Paris and to 
the Kremlin that the Republican

CHICAGO, Sept. 24 (AP) — 
George Pirinsky of New York, in 
Chicago, for a meeting of the 
American-Slav congress, was ar- 
rested yesterday on a warrant 
charging him, as an alien, with 
belonging to an organization ad- 
vocating forceful overthrow of the 
United States Government, 
Pirinsky, executive secretary of 
the American-Slav Congress, was 
released on $1000 bond shortly 
after he had been arrested on a 
warrant issued by the commission- 
er of immigration in Washington. 
The Justice Department in Wash- 
ington said the action against 
Pirinsky was based on alleged 
membership in the Communist 
party and not on his affiliation 
with the American-Slav Congress. 
Pirinsky, the department said, 
“affiliated with the Communist 
party after his entry into this 
country, in violation of the immi- 
gration statutes.” 

Marcus J. Neelly, Chicago dis- 
trict enforcement officer for the 
Immigration Bureau, said Pirin- 
sky came to the Uhited States 
from Bulgaria in 1926. He said his 
real name is George Nicholas 
Zaikoff.

Pirinsky, who is 48 years old, 
declined to give reporters any in- 
formation about his personal af- 
fairs. He said the American-Slav 
Congress, which today opened a 
three-day meeting, was organized 
in 1938 to “promote the cultural 
activities of the American Slavs 
and friendship between Americans 
and Slevs.”

A Momentous Date. 

That July night, three years 
ago, was a momentous date in 
human history.

With im- 
mense labor, immense Courage and 
resourcefulness and with the cre- 
ative genius known only to the 
free peoples, our scientists laid 
their hands on the ultimate physi- 
cal force and began to harness it 
for our use. That fact has already 
changed the world in which we 
live. It will unbelievably change 
the world in which our children 
live. That much we know. But 
one thing, the one all important 
thing we do not know. We do not 
know how the world will be 
changed, whether for evil or for 


know which it will be. This is 
for us, for mankind to deter- 
mine. It may be our final 
choice. That choice is our chal- 
lenger.

The technological knowledge, skill 
and know-how which built the vast 
plants for the production of the 
atomic bomb and which produced 
it were not furnished by govern- 
ment, either. These triumphs 
were a triumph of our American 
system, our American way of life 
—for our belief in what man can 
do if he is free to tackle his job 
without fetters or fears and un- 
hampered by the dead hand of 
political authority. 

If we are to realize the full 
promise of the atomic age we will 
need the full employment of the 
genius and skill of our free Amer 
ca. oday nearly every aspect of 
atomic work in our country is, 
by law, a government mofiopoly. 
This monopolistic power is the 
greatest and most far-reaching in 
our history. In those respects in 
which this

develop its military uses, it must 
be maintained at all costs. But 
with this precaution for our secur- 
ity: it is perfectly clear that atom- 
ic progress cannot continue to be 
left exclusively to the government. 
You and I have heard about

Dewey May Have to Decide. 

This much seems predictable 
with reasonable certainty. After 
that comes à great darkness. For 
what happens after the U.N. sup- 
ports the West and Dewey is 
elected? Only one thing is clear. 
That is that Dewey (if elected) 
is almost certain to be confronted 
perhaps even before he is offi- 
cially inaugurated, with a decision 
more crucial than any which has 
faced any newly elected President 
in our history. 

It is conceivable, to be sure, 
that with the end of the American 
political campaign, the time of 
decision will at least be post- 
poned. Last spring, before the 
Berlin blockade, an interesting 
assessment of future Soviet policy 
was made by the experts and 
submitted to the National Secur- 
ity Council. According to this as- 
sessment, Soviet foreign policy 
this summer and autumn would 
be based squarely on the assump- 
tion that the presidential cam- 
paign in this country was certain 
largely to paralyze American lead- 
ership in world affairs. The domi- 
nant faction in the Politburo, it 
was believed, had become con- 
vinced that the campaign pre- 
sented the Soviet Union with the 
best possible opportunity for seiz- 
ing control of Berlin. 

The experts’ assessment of So- 
viet policy seems to have been 
borne out by events, And this in

turn suggests the hope that with 
the campaign over and a new Ad- 
ministration firmly in the saddle, 
the Soviets will cautiously relax 
their pressure. They might sud- 


denly revert to the same basis for 


settlement as that proposed by 
Prime Minister Stalin himself in 
Moscow at the end of August. 

Yet this is no more than a hope, 
and a slim one. The Soviet posi- 
tion in Berlin has been hardened 
by events and the bitter wrangling 
in Paris will harden it further. 
And if the blockade is not lifted, 
the whole Western world will be 
face to face with the ultimate 
choice, which has been postponed 
for so long. This is whether to 
evacuaté Berlin or to risk an im- 
mediate war. 


Some Favor Evacuation. 
Although the French, who are 
on the firing line, are more hesi- 
tant, there is very little disposition 


either in Washington or London to 
yield to Soviet pressure. Contrary 
to the general impression, such 
séntiment as there is for evacua- 
tion in offictal Washington exists 
among a minority of the military. 

Any course other than evacua- 
tion, runs this military argument, 
might lead to war and the West 
is not ready for war. Berlin is a 
militarily untenable position, More- 
over, it is argued, the air lift puts 
in jeopardy the bulk of British 
and American air transport, since 
in case of war the transport planes 
committed to the airlift could be 
quickly destroyed by bombing, by 
parachutists or by fighter planes. 

This is a military view—held, it 
must be emphasized, only by a 
small minority. of the military— 
and Berlin is essentially a political 
problem. And there is little doubt 
that Dewey and his advisers share 
the conviction of the Administra- 
tion policy makers that a back, 
down in Berlin could lead in the 
end only to a backdown in Vienna 
and everywhere else, or to war. 
This in turn suggests that very 
soon after the election, Dewey (if 
elected) will have to find, in con- 
cert with the British and French 
leaders, some way to lance the 
Berlin boil.

. Objections to Taft-Hartley 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


“Labor should give definite reasons 
why the Taft-Hartley law should be re- 
Peeled,” said a letter signed “A Sub- 
scriber.” Well, the reasons are too nu- 
merous to list in full here. A few are: 

Union shop agreements, under the act, 
must be approved, not dy a majority of 
those voting, but of the whole collective 
bargaining unit. Those not voting count 
. @gainst the union. Many Senators and 

' Representatives would lose their seats 

in Congress if required to get a ma- 
jority vote of the qualified electors in 
their states and districts. 

The closed shop agreement is almost 
as old as organized labor itself, and 
this is the first time in all history that 
the Government ever ventured to inter- 
fere with such contracts. It took over 
a half-century for Congress to conclude 
that the closed shop was “wicked.” 

The law requires labor spokesmen but 
not employers to sign anti-Communist 
oaths. That section of the law also in- 
cludes Nazism and Fascism. Why single 
out labor for a question mark as to 
Patriotism and not treat management 
the same? Under the Taft-Hartley Act, 
the only cause for which a union can 
demand discharge of an employe is non- 
payment of union dues. One could even 
be secretary of the Communist party 
and, if he kept his dues paid, his die- 
charge could not be demanded of an 
employer. A union might uncover a 
whole flock of Communists in its ranks, 
yet if the “Commies” kept their dues 
paid they could stay on the payroll. The 
law thus is a deterrent rather than an 
aid to the untons’ fight on Communism. 

Abuse of the federal injunction as a 
strikebreaking utility became such a 
scandal that the Norris-LaGuardia Act 
was passed in 1932, in the conservative 
administration of President Noover. 
That act restricted the injunctive pow- 
ers of federal courts and also provided 
that a striker cited for violation of an 
injunction could demand and get a jury 
trial. The Taft-Hartley law restores the 
‘worst features of anti-labor injunctions 
and now a striker can be cited for con- 
tempt of court, tried, convicted and pun- 
ished by the very judge who issued the 
injunction. The judge functions as legis- 
lator, judge, jury and executioner. No- 
body but a .superman could de all of 
that alone without having the “wheels 
of justice slip frequently. 

The ey law is discrimina- 
tory from top to bottom. It singles out 
labor for legislative target practice and 
we object.

However, his method of attacking inflation 
tant single méagure” is to cut down Govern- 
ment spending. In this connection, he says we 
are supporting a “bloated and top-heavy bu- 
reaucracy.” It sounds good in a presidential 
campaign to attack bureaucracy, but it is quite 
another thing to place the attack in operation. 
What bureaus would Gov. Dewey abolish? 
Nearly every one has come into being as the 


result of popular demand. Nearly every one is 


performing services of value to some group of 


the people. It is all very well to deplore Gov- ° 


ernment bigness, but when it comes down to 
specific proposals to trim it down, it is usually 
found that they are lacking. 

Where would Gov. Dewey make his big sav- 
ings in Government expenditures? The biggest 
additions to the budget in the last year relate 
to the Marshall plan and to our new defense 
activities. Gov. Dewey favors the Marshall 
plan; indeed he favors extending it by giving 
more help to China; he also favors the new 
armament program. Another great item of ex- 
pense is the money spent on veterans’ programs, 
but no Congress, Democratic or Republican, is 
likely to make important inroads there, nor is 
a presidential candidate apt to favor such a 
measure. 

It will be recalled that Franklin D. Roosevelt: 
promised in his campaign of 1932 to reduce 
Government expenditures by 25 per cent. He 
tried to carry out the pledge, too, but Con- 
gress, after first passing the Economy Act, re- 
volted and the pledge went into the wastepaper 
basket. ; 

In the past two years, a Republican Congress 
has sat in Washington and so ardent an econo- 
mizer as John Taber has actéd as chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee. Some 
economies were made. Some were good. Some 
were foolish, such as cutting the force of rev- 
enue agents whose activities in the past have 
brought far more money into the Treasury than 
the cost of their salaries. Mr. Taber’s most 
spectacular effort to save money was his pro- 
posed slash of the Marshall plan, promptly pro- 
tested by Senator Vandenberg and others of Mr. 
Taber’s Republican colleagues. And a good part 
of the showing made by the G.O.P. economizers 
was a bookkeeping trick with regard to the 
Marshall plan by which three billion dollars to 
be spent in the current fiscal year was charged 
to last year. The purpose was to make it ap- 


pear that taxes could be reduced and still leave 


a substantial surplus for the retirement of debt. 

Gov. Dewey very properly says he is in favor 
of reducing the Government debt, but almost in 
the next breath he boasts of the tax reduction 
passed by the Eightieth Congress, and the Re- 
publican candidate promises further tax reduc- 
tion. Is it not generally agreed that tax reduc- 
tion is an inflationary measure? It puts more 
money in the pockets of the people to bid for 
products already in high demand. 

It may be the Governor has the answers to 
the questions asked in this editorial and it may 
be, as he promised in his Des Moines speech, 
he will be more specific as the campaign goes 
on. But until he does, his anti-inflation remarks 
at Albuquerque will leave many voters uncon- 
vinced, if not thoroughly puzzled. His sugges- 
tion that people spend as little as possible and 
pay their debts as much as possible does not 
tally with what the people are actually doing. 
They are spending much and, by installment 
credit and other means, are increasing their 
debts. 

It is a defeatist doctrine, says the New York 
Governor, to believe that the country must al- 
ways be alternating between the extremes of 
boom and bust.” ‘Unfortunately the history of 
the last 30 years shows that the United States 
has done exactly-that. And the people, now 
apprehensive over the unwholesomeness of the 
present boom, would certainly be grateful to 
any statesman who Knows how to guard against 
booms and busts. What is Gov.. Dewey’s for- 
mula? 
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Former Secretary of Agriculture Anderson, 
now Democratic nominee for the Senate from 


New Mexico, told women Democratic workers in 


Missouri he is glad President Truman is getting 
“mad enough” at the opposition so that the cam- 
paign will be “a brawl.” He then said that if 
the voters also “just get mad enough, they'll 
march Harry Truman right back into the White 
House for another four years.” 

Mr. Anderson’s talk is of a piece with the 
President’s own crude remark that he was tak- 
ing to the road against the Republicans to “give 
‘em hell.” All this sort of talk about “gétting 
mad” adds nothing whatever to the Administra- 
tion’s campaign, On the contzary, it takes from 
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Where the United States Stands 

It is doubly significant that Secretary of State 
Marshall’s speech to the U.N. General Assembly 
in Paris might have been made a year ago as 
well as yesterday. 215 : 

In the first place, it shows once again that the 
American concept of international peace, be- 
curity and decency is not a shifting one. United 
States policy has a continuing basic objective: 
freedom for all. » 

Secondly, this policy continues to encounter 
steady Communist . opposition, an opposition 
which involves “‘systematic and deliberate 
denials of basic human rights.” : 

Compromise between. these attitudes is impos- 
sible. So stalemate drags on, and tensions. in- 
crease. But as Mr. Marshall said, there is no 
plot in the United Nations or in the United 
States to force a minority position on the Soviet 
group. “The minority position is self-imposed,” 
he explained. Nations consistently in the 
minority would be welcomed among the ranks 
of the majority—but not at the price of com- 
promise of basic principle.” 


So that there may be no doubt about it, the 
Secretary briefly summiarized the American po- 
sition on just about every major international 
issue: atomic energy and armaments, peace with 
Germany and Japan, the reconstitution of Aus- 
tria and Korea, the situation in Greece and In- 
donesia, and the problem of Palestine. 


Because of recent events in the Holy Land, 
the latter has an element of newness in it. This 
is American acceptance of the Bernadotte report 
with its recommendations of de jure recognition 
of Israel and admission of that country and 
Transjordan to the United Nations. 

Since the United States was the first power 
to extend de facto recognition to Israel, it is 
only netural that Washington should favor rec- 
ognition by others. The military success of the 
Israelis is another argument for it. And cer- 
tainly it is time to end conditions which foster 
such terrorism as the assassination of Count 
Bernadotte himself. 5 

In spite of the fact that the U.N. record to 
date is none too impressive, the United States 
still supports the idea of international co- 
operation. The nation is for peace maintained 
by any reasonable and honorable means. The 
only policy which it will not for a moment con- 
template is one founded on appeasement, sacri- 
fice of principle and bartering “away the rights 
and freedom of other peoples.” 

That ought to be plain even to a Russian.

May Be Satire on Bloody Old King 


Library Display Includes Book on Origins of 
Nursery Rhymes — Queen of 
Hearts as Boherman. 


Persons who watch the Humpty- 
Dumpty float pass by in the 
Veiled Prophet’s parade of Mother 
Goose characters next Oct. 5 may 
actually be looking at a political 
satire on Richard III, bloody fif- 
teenth century English king who 
was killed at the Battle of Bos- 
worth in 1485. 

Included in a collection of Moth- 
er Goose books and illustrations 
now on display in the children’s 
room at the main St. Louis Public 
Library is a volume by Katherine 
Elwes Thomas in which she says 
many of the familiar nursery 
rhymes are “political diatribes, te- 
ligious philippics and popular 
street songs, embodying comedies, 
tragedies and love episodes of 
many great historical personages.” 

The book, “The Real Person- 
ages of Mother Goose,” traces the 
Queen of Hearts to Elizabeth, 
British Queen of Bohemia, who 
was the royal glamour girl of 
the early seventeenth century un- 
til she and her husband were 
ousted from Bohemia in the early 
days of the Thirty Years’ War. 
The King Cole rhyme, says the 
book, is based on the habits of an 
ancient English monaazch. 


play are several books which dis- 
cuss the hisfbry of the Motehr 
Goose rhymes. William Nose 
Benet says one of the earliest ref- 
erences to Mother Goose is con- 
tained in a French poem written 
about 1650, and in 1697, Charles 
Perrault, a French author, pub- 
lished his “Contes de Ma Mere 
L’Oye” (Tales of My Mother 
Goose.) 


Another author, William A. 
Wheeler, traces the rhymes, how- 
ever, to a Mrs. Isaac Vergoose, 
who was married in Boston in 
1692. Her own family of six chil- 
dren and a large unmber of step- 
children may have inspired the 
tale of the Old Woman Who Lived 
In A Shoe Wheeler thinks, and 
her son-in-law, one Thomas Fieet, 
printed many of her nursery stor 
ies under the title “Mother Goose’s 
Melodies for Children” in 1719. 

Several early editions of the nur- 
sery rhymes are in the display. 
One is an English version pub- 
lished by John Newbery in 1760, 
and others contain famous illus-

Growing Population, 
Shrinking Resources 
By Leonard Hall 


O MANY readers have commented on our 

8 recent column titled It's Time to Talk the 

Language of The Soil” that we are encouraged 

to carry this idea a bit further. It is an idea 

inherent in such recently published books as 

* Paul Sears’s De- 

serts On The 

March,” Fairfield 

Osborn’s “Our Plun- 

dered Planet” and 

William Vogt's 

“Road to Survival.” 

I feel, somehow, 

that even though 

they are written for 

the layman, these 

boaks presume a 

background of 

scientific knowl- 

edge which limits 

their audience. In 

many reviews of 

these books, large 

and important 

areas are misinterpreted, merely because the 

critic lacks the knowledge necessary for expert 

analysis. So I have wondered whether it might 

not be just as practical—and certainly as under- 

ctandable—to talk about this “language of the 

soil” as we experience and learn it, day by day 

and season after season, on these 320 acres which 
constitute Possum Trot Farm. 


on 


MOST THINKING PEOPLE realize that the 
world today faces two problems upon which 
human survival may well depend. With one of 
these we cannot deal here; the question of 
whether we shall continue to bend our greatest 
scientific effort toward creation of weapons 
which, if loosed upon mankind, can only end 
by destroying everything we know as civilization. 
It is with the second great world problem that 
we are concerned—the problem of how to feed, 
clothe and house a world population“that grows 
by great strides, from resources that are shrink- 
ing daily. Constantly, here on this small Ozark 
farm, there is forced home upon us the knowl- 
edge that while “man cannot live by bread 
alone,” neither can he nor any of earth’s other 
creatures survive for more than a few hours 
without bread—that is, without food and shelter. 
For these essentials of life there is one source 
and one alone—the land. And at today’s birth 
rate, th orld demand for food will be doubled 
within 70. years and is today increasing at more 
than 10 per cent a year. With today’s methods 
of using the land, the total world food supply 
is still shrinking. 

* * * 


SUCH A PROBLEM AS THIS has many 
aspects and obviously the use we make of our 
land resources is only one of them. Here at 
Possum Trot we can read the sorry story of past 
use—and we know that this story is continuing 
in this autumn of 1948 on many a farm in our 
valley. Here as in most other parts of agri- 
cultural America we are just dimly beginning 
to realize that the “best” farmer is not neces- 
sarily the one who, in his lifetime, wears out 
the largest number of acres. And even with this 
realization, many of us are still hard at this 
very task. -There is a popular saying among con- 
servationists. today that “the world lives on its 
top six inches of soil’; by which is meant that 
thin layer built up through the milleniums by 
the constant cycle of birth, growth and decay 
until it is a rich storehouse of the food elements 
necessary for plant and animal life. This is the 
layer we refer to as top-soil. 


* 


LET ME TELL YOU a story. Once you 
know it, you will see the thing with your own 
eyes, all across America. When we came to 
Possum Trot, one of our first steps was to call 
on the Soil Conservation Service to help us make 
a “capability map” of every field on the farm. 
Over along the highway lay a small field in 
which the former owner had raised, that year, 
six bushels of wheat to the acre. Basically the 
soil here was the same bright red “Hagerstown 
limestone” for which the valley is noted. It is a 
great grassland soil and grows fine crops of 
such rich legumes as alfalfa. Above this small 
field lay a long and comparatively level field 
of many acres where the soil auger, when driven 
down into the land, indicated a thick layer of 
topsoil lacking only a good dose of organic mat- 
ter to put it back into profitable production. But 
in the small field itself, which ran away at a 
fairly steep slope to the highway, the borings 
showed 25 inches of soil washed away by “sheet 
@osion,” a type of washing which many farmers 
Kill refuse to admit takes place. So here we 
had to start our farming some 12 inches down 
in the sub-soil and try, by liming, fertilization 
and plowing under crops of green manure, to 
build a new topsoil. 

* * * 

THIS SAME CONDITION existed on prac- 
tically all of our acreage lying over to the east 
against Buford Mountain, except that here occa- 
sional gullies added to our problems. On the 
mountain itself the story was the same. A tim- 
ber cruiser could range the whole eastward 
slope, an area of perhaps 4000 acres. He would 
find a saw-log count of less than a tree per acre; 
a count of potentially useful species amounting 
to rerhaps two or three per cent; and a fire 
damage to these trees of almost 100 per cent. 
What is the answer to these problems — and 
how shall we tackle the job of rehabilitation? 
eCertainly not by old methods that have brought 
these conditions into being. There must be a 
new outlook—a new understanding—a new knowl- 
edge of “the language of the soil.” In an occa- 
sional column to follow it will be my hope to 
make this language clear; not only for the work- 
er on the land, but for the town-dweller, as 
well, whose life is just as closely bound to the 
soil as is the life of the farmer.

in time to get a bath, and some- 
times even exercise. Those who 
desire no breakfast as a rule go 
to bed late, stay in bed as long 
as they dare, dress hurriedly and 
run for the bus or street car! 

It is regrettable when adults 
punish themselves in this way but 
it is a crime for.children to form 
such a damaging habit. After 
the stomach has had its longest 
rest period, it needs refueling and 
reguires food early in the morning 
to stimulate the rhythmic motions 
of the whole digestive and elimina- 
tive machinery. 

One way to become chronically 

constipated is to go without break- 
fast. Of course, jaté rising is not 
always the reason why children 
do not eat a good breakfast. Par- 
ents who refuse eggs or fruit but 
who fuss with their children de- 
cause they don’t eat theirs are in 
for trouble. Even asking the 
child how he feels, or if he wants 
this or that kills his incentive to 
eat and this usually starts a fight 
and a general emotional upset for 
everyone. * 
Adults need to set a good exam- 
ple of eating a breakfast and to 
provide a peaceful environment 
for enjoying it. When children 
aren't hungry, the food should be 
removed quietly without questions 
or comments, After they have had 
some exercise, they will feel hun- 
gry and ask for food. If they go 
on for hours without food, then 
they are sick and need a doctor's 
attention. 

The surest way to get every 
flake of breakfast cereal eaten is 
to serve it with nothing weaker 
than whole milk. Folks will like 
it even better if you'll sneak some 
cream into the milk. This new 
half and half mixture (12% per 
cent fat) is perfect for coffee and 
cereal. Should you feel that half 
and half is too expensive for 
cereal, then dilute it with equal 
amount of milk. When a little 
more enticement is needed, try 
the following flavored cream which 
grandmother served on apple 
dumplings or Indian pudding. It 
will give any cereal extra appeal. 

Cinnamon Dip. 

One cup coffee cream, one table- 
spoon sugar, pinch of salt, one 
feurth teaspoon cinnamon. 

Have cream chilled and stir in 
Seasonings until very thoroughly 
blended. Enough for two servings. 

Variation No. 1: Almond Ex- 
tract Dip. Substitute for the cin- 
namon two drops of almond and 
six grated toasted almonds. 

Variation No. 2: Nutmeg Dip. 
Substitute one, fourth teaspoon 
nutmeg for the cinnamon. 

Variation No. 3: Substitute for 
the cinnamon one fourth teaspoon 
lemon or orange rind that has 
been rubbed in one teaspoon 
lemon juice for a minute to ex- 
tract the oils.

Bran Muffins 

INGREDIENTS: One and one- 
quarter fhile-bran cereal, one cup 
milk, three-quarter cup sifted 
all-purpose flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter sugar, three 
tablespoons fat, one egg. 

METHOD: Put bran in a mixing 
bowl and add milk so that the 
bran will soak up most of the 
liquid. Sift flour, baking powder, 
salt and sugar into a mixing 
bowl; add fat and cut in until mix- 
ture resembles cornmeal. Beat egg 
well and add to bran and milk 
along with other dry ingredients; 
mix enough to moisten flour but 
do not beat. Spoon into 16 two- 
inch muffin pans (measured across 
the top) and bake in a moderately 
hot (400 Fahrenheit) oven for 
about 25 minutes. 


Vegetable Salad 

INGREDIENTS: One cup 
coargely shredded spinach; one 
cup bite-size pieces raw cauli- 
flower, one-third cup coarsely 
grated carrot, two tablespoons 
mayonnaise or creamy salad 
dressing, two tablespoons sour 
cream, salt and freshly ground 
pepper (to taste). 

METHOD: Be sure that spinach 
is well washed (to remove sand 
and dirt) and dried carefully on 
a towel before shredding with a 
sharp knife. Cauliflower should be 
washed and dried, or wiped off, 
before dicing. Mix spinach, cauli- 
flower and carrot; add the salad 


dressing and sour cream, salt and 
pepper and fold in lightly. Makes 
four servings.
